Burn Them Off, While 
in 
Other Cases They Will Be 
Plowed Under. 


Columbia, 
Mo., 
March 
27.—The 
large am ount of rainfall last season 
resulted in an excessive 
growth 
of 
weeds and fall grasses in many parts 
of the country, and farm ers are now 
confronted with the problem of turn­ 
ing under this large growth of dry 
material. 
The difficulties encounter 
od will undoubtedly lead a good many 
of them to resort 
to 
burning. 
The 
great need of most corn belt soils fop 
organic m ailer m akes it highly unde 
sirable to burn off anything where it 
can be avoided, except occasionally on 
local 
areas 
for 
controlling insects. 
Organic m atter is the great need ol 
many soils, as shown 
by 
analysis 
made at the Missouri agricultural ex 
periment station, and if 
this 
large 
growth could be satisfactorily turned 
under at this time it would be oi 
great value to the land. 
The difficulties in 
plowing 
under 
are two: 
First, where the covering is 
mainly of grass winch lies close to the 
ground the soil dries out so slowly af 
to throw plowing late. 
Second, it is 
very difficult to turn under this mate 
rial and incorporate it thoroughly with 
the soil. 
There is no entirely satis­ 
factory way of drying out the land if 
the soil is very heavy and the layer 
>f grass is very thick except by burn 
ing it off, but it should be understood 
that burning is the last resort. 
Ii 
might even pay better in such cases tc 
plow late and seed to 
soybeans 
oi 
cowpeas rather than attem pt to pre 
t)ctre the land for corn. 
The problems 
if turning under this 
m aterial 
can 
argely be solved by thorough disking 
is soon as the land is dry enough. 
There are doubtless 
extreme 
cases 
where this cannot well be done, but 
is a general rule the use of a sharp 
weighted disk will aid very greatly in 
preparing this material 
for 
plowing 
in der. 
Farm ers are using the disk 
before 
plowing 
and this is a cast 


a*here its use becomes of greater im 
portanee than usual. 
In case the land does not dry earl} 
enough to allow the plowing under of 
• his material before the latter part ol 
April in Central Missouri 
the 
disk 
must certainly be used to aid in ineor 
^orating the organic m atter with the 
soil. 
A large amount of dry material 
plowed into land late would be in­ 
jurious to the immediate crop, in spite 
af tile fact that it might be beneficial 
to the soil in the long run. 
By the 
use of a sharp disk one should he abit 
to save this organic material for tin 
mil and at the same time prepare a 
thorough seed bed for the immediate 
crop, except 
in 
the 
most 
extreme 
cases.

St. Louis, March 27.— Form er Gov­ 


ernor Joseph W . Folk probably w ill 


announce his candidacy for the demo­ 


cratic nomination for governor w ith­ 
in the next 24 hours. 
He arrived at 
the Planters’ Hotel Sunday, having 
I come from Washington to discuss the 
gubernatorial situation with friends. 
He was met at 
Union 
Station 
by 
Ew ing M itchell, of Springfield, John 
C. Roberts, owner of the St. Louis 
Star: Assistant United States Treas­ 
urer W . D. Vandiver, 
who 
Saturday 
withdrew from tho race for governor, 
and Eon Sanders. 
United States Senator 
Jam es 
A. 
Reed, who is enroute to Kansas City 
to make speeches in the mayoral cam­ 
paign, traveled from Washington in 
the same Pullm an w ith Gov. Folk. 
Folk admitted that since the ad­ 
journment of the state convention last 
week at St. Joseph he had received 
scores of telegrams requesting him to 
mako a formal 
announcement 
for 
governor. 
Some of his friends suggested that 
he become a candidate for the senate 
against Reed. 
H e said if he became 
a candidate he would prefer to run 
for governor. 
“ On February 8 I made a statement 
in The Republic that if an emergency 
existed I might consider being a can­ 
didate for governor,” said Folk. 
“ M y friends assure me this condi­ 
tion now exists, and I came here to 
find out first hand the real situation. 
“ There is no doubt about the re­ 
sult of the November election. 
Presi­ 
dent W ilson w ill be re-elected and 
Missouri w ill remain in the demo­ 
cratic column. 
“ I w ill not make a formal state­ 
ment tonight, but w ill make a definite 
announcement one w ay or the other 
during the next 24 hours. 
I w ill ad­ 
mit that m y sole mission here at this 
time is to look over 
the 
political 
situation. 
“ If there is an emergency existing, 
as is stated by my friends, T w ill ac­ 
cede to their wishes and become a 
candidate for governor. 
To ascertain 
the true facts is the reason I cam e 
to St. Louis at this time.’’ 
Friends of Gov. Folk said there was 
little doubt he would become a can­ 
didate for governor. 
United States Senator 
Jam es 
A. 
Reed arrived in St. Louis late Sunday 
afternoon. 
The senator said the pri­ 
m ary object of his visit is to take 
part in the spring election campaign 
in Kansas City. 
Mr. Reed was met at Union Station 
by Postm aster Colin M. 
Selph 
and 
spent most of the evening at the post­ 
m aster’s Kingshighway lesidence. He 
w ill remain in St. Louis to take part 
in the Frisco reorganization hearing 
before United States Judge Sanborn 
today. 
The senator denied he had made 
any political deals with regard to the 
prim ary election for the democratic 
nomination for governor or for any 
other office. 
W h ile refusing to say much regard­ 
ing the state situation, Senator Reed 
declared he saw nothing in the Avoy to 
prevent the renomination and election 
of President W ilson. 
H ? said the re­ 
cent vote on the establishment of a 
government armor-plate m ill showed 
the men who w ill direct the country 
in case of a republican victory lined 
up squarely with the steel trust.

“ Judaism is a religion of social ser­ 


vice” was tho statement made by Rab­ 


bi Joseph Keiser, of tile United H e­ 


brew congregation of Joplin, who ad­ 


dressed a mass meeting of the Jewish 
Educational society, which met at the 
Odd Fellow s’ hall yesterday afternoon. 
Rabbi Keiser was a guest of tho so­ 
ciety and visited Sedalia under the 
auspices of the department of synagog 
and schul extension, an organization 
founded by the Union 
of 
American 
Hebrew 
Congregations 
for the pur­ 
pose of establishing religious schools 
and synagogues in the smaller commu­ 
nities of America. 
In the course of his remarks Rabbi 
Keiser pointed out the three funda­ 
mental duties the individual must ex­ 
ercise in order to discharge his obli­ 
gations as a human being. 
These du­ 
ties relate to himself, to his fellow­ 
men and to his humanity. 
The duties towards ourselves, the

man being. This is practical Judaism. 
The duty towards humanity is di­ 
rected to leading all men to view life 
from this angle of vision. 
That tiler* 
be less ignorance and superstition on 
earth and that all peoples be led to 
view themselves as factors in prepar 
ing this earth to give each dweller 
thereon a degree of peace and liappi 
ness, is one of the ambitions of Juda­ 
ism. 
There is then, the speaker contin 
tied, the more modern application ol 
social service. 
It is confined to as­ 
certaining the causes that operate in 
society today, that tend to weaken oi 
impoverish men and to discover, ii

time social service consisted in aid­ 
ing the poor by contributions of mone\ 
or clothing.

educational 
meth­ 
ods and the various talents that are 
inherent in the individual—all must 
be brought under the closest obser­ 
vation, that people learn

thing they can do in order to aid in 
the upbuilding of their humanity. 
This, Rabbi Keiser concluded, was 
the ethical intent and content of Juda­ 
ism and to obtain a more wholesome 
and useful humanity the long strug­ 
gle of the religion which is the herit­ 
age of the children of Israel.”

PA Y FOR FA R M LABOR. 


The general impression throughout 


the country, especially in the cities, 


is that the wages of farm laborers is 
considerably less than that Pi city la­ 
borers doing approximately the same 
class of work. W hether or not this is 
true is an open field 
for discussion 
Many persons who 
ought 
to know 
say that taking it “all around,’* tin 
wage of the farm laborers is not at a 
low ebb. Every one with experience 
knows that it isn’t how much money 
one handles that 
counts, 
but how 
much of it one can hold, how much 
of it one is not forced to expend foi 
living expenses. 
In the country living expenses are 
lower than in any city. Farm hands 
usually have their 
board 
and lodg­ 
ings included with their pay, 
which 
js no mean item, lf the farm laborer 
is m arried his family usually lives in 
a house provided on the place, 
and 
w hat the family eats is usually pro­ 
vided for by the farm er, n ecessitat­ 
ing an individual arrangem ent 
with 
the laborer that 
usually 
affects his 
wages in money. 
Conditions differ 
in 
various sec 
tions of the country, of course. The 
government has compiled figures as 
an average 
throughout 
the count r\ 
th a t read like this: 
W hen board is 
furnished the 
m onthly 
wages 
for 
farm labor is $21.05; day wages, $1.- 
13; day wages 
for 
harvest hands. 
$1.55. 
W hen 
board is not furnished 
tho Ilion tidy wages for farm labor is 
$29.88; day .labor, $1.45; day wages 
for harvest hands, $1.91. 
The states 
w here 
highest 
farm 
w ages prevail, per m onth with board, 
are Nevada, 
$39; 
Montana, $36.10; 
Utah, $36; Idaho, $35.70; California. 
$35.80. In these states wages w ith­ 
out board are 
about 
$15 
a month 
more. 
The states w here the 
low est farm 
w ages prevail, per m onth with board, 
are South Carolina, $3 2; Mississippi. 
$12.70; Georgia, $12.80; Alabama, $13. 
and Louisiana, $14.30. In these stales 
w ages w ithout hoard are about $6 a 
m onth more. It is 
evident 
th at the 
presence of negro labor and the low 
cost of living in tile southern sta tes 
has its effect on the prevailing w age 
of farm labor. 
The average hours of labor on the 
farm s, by seasons, are, the govern­ 
m ent says, as follows: Spring, nim 
hours, 45 m inutes; sum m er, IO hours, 
54 m inutes; fall, nine hours, 52 m in­ 
utes; winter, eight hours, 32 minutes. 
T he longest average hours the year 
around are in Wisconsin, Minnesota 
and N orth and South Dakota. 
The 
shortest are in Utah, Nevada, Arizo­ 
na and Wyoming. In the “long hour” 
states dairying is believed to be the 
cause, in the “short hour” stales cat 
tie raising is said to affect the av­ 
era gex 
Com pared with the sam e grade of 
city employment, tile hours are not 
noticeably 
longer, 
considering 
the 
tim e the city w orker m ust consum e 
in going to and coming 
from work. 
Also, if the city w orker deducts hi* 
house rent and 
food 
bill from ha 
w ages he can come to a better un­ 
derstanding of the relative value of 
w orking in the city and on the farm 
Thousands of city w orkers have gone 
into farm work in recent years, par­ 
ticularly during the late business de­ 
pression. 
Of course, a m arried farm laborer 
has a hard er roe to hoe than the un­ 
m arried m an; he* can not move about 
as frequently and it costs him more 
to live than if he 
w ere unm arried. 
Hut the
